ANKARA, Turkey (AP) _ A state security court Thursday 
ordered the prosecution of seven Kurdish deputies who were 
stripped of their immunity by parliament on charges of 
Kurdish separatism.

The Matherland Party formed by President Turgut Ozal, which has 
been in power since 1983, faces a serious challenge from oppaaition 
parties in the elections. 

Opposition leaders blame the government for the country’s 
7Ge-percent inflation and accuse it of corruption 
~~ two of the main issues in the campaign. 

This city, adorned with thousands of Fiags representing the six 
fain parties in the race, shook Saturday with the noise of party 
songs played from vehicles touring the city.

A failure for Motherland would remove sone of the government ‘s 
Last Links to the military dictatorship that ruled from i?80-83. 
Ozal had been a minister in the military government, and his party 
was one of only three allowed by the mizitary to rum in the 1983 
elections. The other two have since dissolved. 

Qzal stepped clown from Metherland’s leadership and became 
president two years ago. But, although his position is net up for 
@lection, opposition Leaders have vowed to remove Ozal from the 
presidency by amending the canstitutian. 

Motherland’s main challenge is from Suleyman Demirel‘’s True 
Path Party, which appesia to the same centrist and right-wing 
votes. 

Demirel, 67, who served gix times as premier between 1945 and 
1980, was deposed twice by the military. 

Demirel ended an extensive cross-country campaign Saturday with 
a pally in Yilmaz’s hometown of Rize on the Black Sea coast. 

Ghinion polls published in the Istanbul newspapers Milliyet and 
Sabah an Saturday indicated that the True Path would Finish first, 

arnering about 27 percent of the vote.

He has advanced the elections a year to give less time to the 
opposition ta capitalize on resurgent economic problems including 
7O-percent inflation. 

But despite a big-budget campaign focusing on Yilmaz’s youth and 
dynamism, pre-election opinion polls indicate the Metheriand wil, 
lose its lead. 

The centern-right True Path Party, led by 467?-year-old Suleyman 
Demirel, a six-time premier deposeac twice by the military, appears 

be the clear favorite. 


The Social Democratic Populist Party, led by the 65~-year-old 
physics professor Erdal f[nonu, appears ta be campeting for second 
place with Motherland. 

On the fringes are the Democratic Left Party of Bullant Ecevit, a 
fbo-yearvold Farner peamier wha gent Turkish troops to seize narthern 
Cyprus in i974, the Islamic fundamentalist Welfare Party of 
Necwettin Erbakan, and Dogu Perincek’s Sacialist Party, the first

Saundings showed all except the Socialists would get the minimum 
10 percent of the national vote needed for entering the parliament, 
but narie would secure a solid majority. 

The election’s outcome and the identity of government partners 
closely concern Preasident Turgut Gzal. 

After deading the Motherland ta victary in 19835 and 1987 on a 
platform of reform and ecanomic Liberalization, Qzal gat himself 
elected president in 1989 by the Motherland parliamentary deputies. 

But despite the Largely ceremonious functions of his new past, 
he hep running the government through a hand-picked successor , 
Yildirim Akbulut, until Yilmaz replaced him Tash June, 

In the Gulf crisis Ozal rode over opposition protests and the 
army's reservations to rally firmly behind the United States and ite 
Western allies and allowed U.S. warplanes to bomb Iraq From a 
Turki¢gh base. 

A&A dreamatic economic recevery spawned by his reforms was Later 
overshadowed by galloping inflation. 

The lavish Lifestyles and political influence of his family and 
charges of carruption leveled at Motherland afficials have aleao 
faused an @rosien af support. 

Despite Yilmaz’s Last minute assurances that “‘Oval will 
withdraw to his conmatitutional Limits,’ Inonu amd Demirel are 
pledged to bring him down through a change in the constitution. 

But political observers say any new managers for the country 
Willd have more to worry about than political infighting.
